The President, tho Department of state, 
share a strong concern about the fate of Mr.

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The 0.S. Government tehee every opportunity to ra*** tbi* 
concern known to the Soviet Authorities. As I am sure 

know* secretary Shultz did cite the courageous example of 
Raoul Wallenberg In his remarks to the conference. As we 
ran in tain the confidentiality of our diplomatic exchanges 
with the Soviets, I am unable to provide you with any de- 
tails of the Secretary's meeting with Mr. Gromyko. Howevefr, 
I can assure you he raised the full range of human righto 
issues. In addition, he made clear to tho Soviets the 
value the American government and public attach to human 
rights in our relationship with the USSR. 
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As you know. President Reagan signed into law in 
October 19fil a bill conferring honorary Q.s. citizenship 
upon Raoul Wallenberg. Honoring Mr. Wallenberg in this 
fashion was an important symbolic act. It made the world -j 
aware of our great admiration for his courage end dedicat iqp 
to houanity. tn addition, it stressed our abhorrence for -- 
hie unjust and illegal punishment by the Soviet Comnnentr’' 


To further emphasise our dedication to resolve tne 
mystery surrounding *r. Wa 1 lenberg • * fate, we raided hie 

case with the soviets through diplomatic channels iuwedi- 
ately after he was made an honorary U.s. citizen, fcs yet 
we have not received a response fro® them. However, our 
efforts to resolve the tragic nystecy of Hr. Hal lenhsrg* s 
fate will continue until the Soviets provide a full and 
satisfactory clarification of their action* in hie case. 
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We have pressed our efforts both in bilateral resting? 
snd international forums, such as the Conference on Security 
and cooperation in Europe (CSCE) Review seating in Madrid 
and the U.N. &c&an nights Conjaiaeion. tn 1952, the U.S. \'er>« 

resentative to the U.ii. Human Sights Corim ssi or. urgeo t*e 
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Soviet Union to »ak« *• humanitarian gesture which would 
cmtri^ute to universal good-f«eji*q f namely a renewed 
*«i*ceh and' full report, which may lay questions to rest/ or 
*1** in the be*t of all poaaibl* outcome®, result in the 
discovery o? the whereabout* of a man who *t«nd® among th* 
heroes of our time.* At a February 191*3 session of the Coir re- 
mission, the U.S. Alternate Representative again raised the 
ismie of Raoul Wallenberg, whom he termed "one of the 
genuine hero#* of World Wat II, and one of the war’s nc»t 
noble spirit*,* Re suggested the U„H. Human Rights Conmis- 
sion’e Working Group on Disappearances be authorised to 
"make a renewed search and a full report" on the case. 


We continue tc work closely with the Swedish Government 
to investigate report® alleging that Mr, Wallenberg might 
still be alive* Thu* far, ve have been unable to substanti- 
ate this information, Nevertheless, we will maintain a 
cooperative effort with the Swedish Government and other 
interested parties to seek information that will clarify the 
fate of this brave man. 


On August 3, 1983, Edward J. Perwinski, Counselor of 
the Department, testified in Congress on the subject of 
Raoul Wallenberg, As he stated then, *our position ha* 
remained consistent and clear. Until the Soviet* provide a 
full clarification of Wallenberg’s fats, the United States 
will not accept a* final the Soviet assurances that 
Wallenberg died in 1947 . I can assure you categorically 
that this matter will be raised again in every appropriate 
forum.* 


too inquired about U.S. efforts to secure 
Hr. Wallenberg** right to return to this country, I am 
confident the United States would be honored and eager to 
have bin a* a resident. In the interest of accuracy, I 
should point out the Congressional resolution signed by the 
President granted Mr. Wallenberg honorary U.S. citizenship. 

As the Department noted when this legislation was under con- 
sideration, honorary citizenship does not confer to either 
Mr. Wallenberg or hi* family any benefits under the 
Immigration and Nationality Act. Should Hr. Wallenberg be 
freed and desire to come to the united States, the 
U.S Government would make every attempt possible to satisfy 
hi* desires in accordance with U.r>. lav.
